On the 20th April last, ho said, 
Inspector Cradock~ was on duty in the 
Charge Room at the Central Station, be- 
tween 7 or 8 o'clock in the evening, when 
the first defendant made his’ appearance 
there and iuformed the Inspector that a 
Chinese ‘girl; whose name. he gave, had 
taken refuge in his houge, complaining of 
ul-treatment at the hands of her master and 
her mistress, and saying that she had been 
bought by her mistroas for the sum of $80, 
and had been brought by her into thia 
Colony.’ The Inspector sent an European 
to. the house of. the first defendant, 
. Chinese constable going with him to act 
as Interpreter. When tho girl had been 
brought te the Police Station and the state- 
ment that Mr Bowler had made had been 
reud over to her, she denied that there was 
any truth in it whatsoever. She was 
detained and some enquirics were set on 
foot as regards hor master and mistress. 
While she was detained there she emitteu 
a further statement, which was to the ettect 
that sho had been persuaded by the second 
prisoner, between 8 and 9 o'clock that 
morning, to go into Bowler’s hovse, on the 
understanding that Bowler was not there ; 
that sho was taken upstairs where Bowler 
vas found ; that for an hour at least she 
was with the two prisoners upstairs, in the 
same room with them; that the first 
defendant endeayoured to persuady her to 
marry him, tifat he put hia arm round her 
neck and kissed her and told her not to be 


house for her until the case was heard be- 
fore the Magistrate and committed for trial 
to the Supreme Court. : 

The Chief Justice : That was certainly a 
case of false imprisonment, 

‘The evidence for the prosecution was 
then heard ; it was substantially the same as 
that fully reported in these columns’ when 
the case was before tlie Police Court, and the 
hearing there was on so recent a date that 
we need not now go into the case, 

No evidence was called for the defence. 


Mr Francis addressed the Jury for the 
rosecution, He said the Jury had now 
heard ‘all the evidence thnt had to be 
put before them in this case, and he ‘sub- 
mitted with some confidence that that 
evidence fully justified the charge. pro- 
ferred against the prisoners and the open- 
ing statement he: had made in laying 
the ease before the Jury, He addressed 
them tow for.the purpose of calling their 

attention particularly to the double aspect 
which the caso now-assumed, There was 
yp doubt in the minds of any of those who 
dad heard the case that tho girl was in the 
first defendant’s huuxe from between 8 and 9 
o'clock in the morning. till betweon 7 and 8 
oclock in tho evening. Tho question 
was,—Was shé there of her own will, 
running away from a imiatress of whose 
cruelty she complained and taking refuge 
in-Bowler’s house, or was she induced. to go 
there by the. prisoners or one of them and 
detained there or induced to remain there 
against her will.
